Owing to the pressure of the water from 
the Liffey the architect had to overcome a 
difficulty that lay not so much in the con- 
struction of the tank proper as in provid- 
ing sufficient weight to keep it from rising. 
In consequence the four stanchions sup- 
porting the proscenium and the roof were 
so located as to take a bearing on the four 
corners of the tank, thereby adding appro- 
ximately 700 tons weight to achieve the 
purpose and to keep the tank on a firm 
foundation. This involved the employ- 
ment of three shifts of men working 
throughout every 24 hours for three 
months, during which period four 6-inch 
pumps were continuously in operation 
keeping the water in check.

a swimming bath than a bar. So success- 
ful, however, were their efforts that in 
future the nearest approach to finding 
water there will be to ask for it at the 
counter. 

Apart from the “ tanking ” of the bar, 
several difficulties had to be overcome in 
order to provide adequate and efficient 
heating and ventilation therein. Both, 
however, have been successfully achieved, 
and every hour there are six completed 
changes of “ vitiated ” air introduced into 
the bar, which is panelled in black beam 
and walnut and illuminated by hidden 
lighting. 

A boiler-house erected in the basement, 


-with thermostatic control for indicating 


the temperature in every part of the house, 
is fully automatic. From the basement a 
rising orchestra and console lift were 
installed, to operate independently or con- 
jointly, so as to form a Greek stage. This, 
briefly, makes possible the prolongation of 
the ordinary stage to the orchestra rails. 
It should be explained that, when such 
an extension of the stage is required, the 
organ and orchestra, normally in use, dis- 
appear at the touch of a button from the 
stage manager. The stage then ' auto- 
matically enlarges to the full extent of 
the orchestra rail, 
lights spring into position. Organist and 
orchestra continue playing unseen.

Stage depth and adequate stage facilities 


have been provided: for every modern re-' 


quirement, and stage equipment has been 
installed to carry into. effect the require- 
ments of any production. Elaborate pre 
cautions against fire include the installa- 
tion of hydrants, sprinklers and: fire 
curtain, in keeping with modern civic 
requirement. Another feature of the stage

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r Ia HE Theatre Royal which is most 
familiar to the present generation 
is that which, opening in December, 1897, 
was demolished just, over a year ago to 
make room for the present building. All 
the nobility and gentry of the day, inelud- 
ing Field Marshal Lord Roberts, were 
present on the opening night, and many 
were the congratulations showered on Mr. 
Frederick Moulliot, the managing- 
director, and Mr. David Telford, one of 
the directors, after the curtain had been 
rung’ down on a performance of “The 
Geisha.” Up till 1913 the theatre was 
run as a legitimate theatre; when variety 
took’ the boards; and during 36 years 
of its history many notable artistes were 
seen there. Principal — Sa were— 
Sir Henry Irving, Martin Harvey, Fred 
Terry, J. Forbes-Robertson, Ellen Terry, 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell, Julia Neilson, 
Beerbohm Tree, Squire Bancroft, John 
Count McCormack, Madame Clara Butt, 
Madame Tetrazzini, John Coates, Kreis- 
ler, Chaliapin, Madame Nellie Melba, Sir 
T. Beecham, Adelina Patti, Sir Har 
Lauder, R. J. Knowles, Wilkie Bard, 


Lloyd, Ada Reeve, Maidie Scott, not to 
forget the famous coloured vocalists, Lay- 
ton and Johnson; and Fred Duprez. 

In 1913 Mr. J. H. Hamilton took over 
the management of the Royal, and he, by 
his business ability and courtesy, made 
the house a popular resort, and it was a 
phenomenal success for a number of years, 
until closed down by the. company who 
have raised the new Royal in its place. 
Mr. Hamilton has since been manager of 
the Gaiety Theatre. 


TRAGEDY AND ‘COMEDY 


Taken altogether, the last. phase in the 
life of the old Theatre Royal was a suc- 
cessful one, both from the points of view 
of entertainment and profit. For many 
‘ears the dividends paid to the share- 
dees reached a high figure, and in no 
year—even when its patronage was not so 
good as it might be—was there not a 
dividend paid. During “the troubled 
times” the artists played to full houses, 
and it is said that while the streets of 
the city were echoing with the reports of 
gun-fire crowded houses were laughing at 
the presentations in the theatre. 

The theatre was the scene of a tragic 
affair some years ago, when a member of 
the Civic Defence Force, who was on guard 
there, was shot dead during an organ re- 
cital by Patman. The hcuse was full ; but 
so well was the occurrence kept from the 
notice of the members of the audience that 
the majority of them did not know of it 
until they had read their morning papers 
on the following day. 

On the occasions of visits of Royalty to 
Dublin the Theatre Royal generally was 
chosen for command performances. There 
Was one occasion, however, on which one 
of such performances did not take place. 
It was to have been given on July 24, 
1905, when the late King Edward was on 
a visit to Ireland. Immediately before the 
night fixed for the performance news was 
received of the death of His Holiness Pope 
Leo XIII., and, at the King’s wish and 
as a gesture of sympathy, the entertain- 
ment was postponed. It was held, how- 
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ever, on April 28 of the following year, 
when King Edward paid another visit to 
Ireland. Mr, and Mrs, Beerbohm Tree 
were the principal artists, and the pieces 
played were “ King Richard III.” and 
the first acts of “The Last of the 
Dandies ” and “ Trilby.’’ 

“Football ” and “ College ’’’ nights at 
the Theatre Royal used to be the cause of 
much excitement, and there were many 
other exciting nights as well. 


AN UNREHEARSED ACT 


There are, for instance, many people in 
Dublin at the present day who remember 
the night a lunatic performed extra- 
ordinary feats while a ‘‘show’’ was in 
progress. This man was seated in the 
upper circle, and suddenly he jumped up 
and ran along the parapet until he came 
to the boxes. When an attendant opened 
the box door the man leaped down to the 
parterre. People thought that he had 
killed himself, but he jumped to his feet, 
and showed that he was none the worse 
for his experience. He was apprehended 
by the attendants, and given into the 
custody of the police.

Besides Royalty the theatre was 
patronised largely by Viceregal parties. 
The Lords Lieutenant, their ladies and 
friends used to be given the Royal box, 
and their visits always were the occasions 
of outbursts of enthusiasm on the part of 
the audience. Lord and Lady Dudley 
were frequent visitors, while the theatre 
also had the patronage of Lord and Lady 
Wimborne and Lord and Lady Aberdeen.

rave Government, Mr. Tim Healy and 

r, James MacNeill, also paid visits to 
the theatre. 


GENTLE AND MANLY ARTS 


The Theatre Royal, however, was not 
used merely as a place of entertainment. 
It was recognised as one of the best public 
halls in the country; its acoustics were 
ood, and it was a favourite ae for the 
Golding of public meetings. any famous 
statesmen spoke in it. On one occasion 
Mr. H. H. Asquith, M.P., addressed a 
meeting there, while Lord Carson—then 
Sir ward Carson—and the late Sir 
James Campbell were the speakers. The 
theatre was used, too, for boxing tourna- 
ments. 

One of the most famous of these was 
that in which Jim Roche was knocked out 
by the redoubtable Tommy Burns. It 


‘was a great night. All Wexford was 


there, and it is said that some of the 
Wexford men had sold their furniture 
in order that their countyman might get 
support. The match lasted only six 
seconds. 

The Theatre Royal was closed on Easter 
Monday, 1916, owing to the excitement in 
the city. When it was due to be opened 
for the first house the only people seeking 
admission were two old ladies, who oe. 
rently were unaware of the events that 
were happening that day. They were quite 
argumentative when they were asked to go 
home. 


LOCKED IN 


On many occasions members of the 
audience were locked in the theatre and 
had to remain for the night. A classic 
example is that in which a man went inte 
the telephone booth to call a taxi. The 
telephone operator was not very attentive, 
and he fell asleep to waken up at ó a.m. 
in the morning with the telephone 
receiver still at his ear. Wandering 
around the house in a dazed fashion he 
finally came upon the night fireman. 

Both of them became frightened, but 
after the first shock was over they became 
friends, and the Rip Van Winkle theatre- 
goer finally got his taxi. On another 
occasion a man was locked in the theatre 
and had to be taken out by means of a 
fire escape. 

The attendants at the old Theatre Royal 
were noted for their courtesy, They were 
noted also for their humour gained, per- 
haps, from being such constant witnesses 
of the performances. 

On one occasion an attendant was seen 
by the manager to be away from his 
customary place in the parterre; and on 
being called to explain his conduct 
answered that he ‘‘- was putting out a man 
who did not come in,” :

THE CONTRACTORS 


The general building of the Theatre | 


Royal was carried’ out by Messrs. 
McLaughlin and Harvey, Dublin, under 
the personal supervision of Mr. Elliott. 
Asphalt flat roofs and dampcourses were 
carried out by Messrs. The South of 
Ireland Asphalt Co.; Messrs. Michael 
Held and Son supplied and erected the 
entire galvanised sheet steel ventilation 
ducting; Messrs. Moracrete, Crumlin, 
Dublin, supplied bricks to the number of 
a million and a quarter; the steelwork 
was fabricated by the Dublin Dockyard 
Company; Messrs. Alex. Malcolm carried 
out the plastering and the Moorish scheme 
of plaster decoration. 

Messrs. T. and C. Martin supplied 
general building materials; Messrs.

Charlemont House 


Charlemont House, whith houses the 
Municipal Gallery, enriched last week by 
Sir John Lavery’s generous gift, was, in 
the eighteenth century, the great centre of 
attraction among the upper classes. The 
Earl of Charlemont, who lived there from 
1773 until his death in 1799, is described 
as “ the most accomplished man of his day, 
the most polished and the most agreeable. 
His society was charming. he was fond of 
humour, and liked sometimes to be severe. 
and occasionally indulged in sarcasm, but 
never on his company. He had no great 
‘costiy dinners, but was so hospitable that 
no one knew who would dine there ; for he 
asked whom he would on the instant.”’ 
But the great Earl suffered always from 
ill-zscalth, said to be the result of poison- 
ing by an Italian lady through jealousy, 
when as a young man he spent some time 
in Italy. ‘‘ He was always more or less 
suffering from this cause. His eyes were 
affected, and sea-bathing he found most 
beneficial.’ We read of his taking his 
solitary breakfast of a cup of cocoa in 
Charlemont House, in company with his 
tame mouse. Miss Mary Hickman took 
pity on him and made him an excellent 
wife, though ‘‘ after his marriage hé 
adhered to his solitary breakfast.”’ 
A wise man, the Earl of Charlemont, 
but a difficult one for a woman to manage ; 
for *‘ he detested new clothes, especially a 
new hat, and great arts were used to sub- 
stitute a new one.” 
He died in 1799 “'

Sir Thomas Esmonde 


On the passing of the late Sir Thomas 
Grattan Esmonde a friend reminds me of 
an incident in which Sir Thomas figured 
in the early years of the Sinn Fein move- 
ment. In those years, it will be remem- 
bered, Sinn Fein had not adopted the 
revolutionary militancy of the post-1916 
period with which it will be written down 
in history. It was about 1907 or 1908 that 
Sir Thomas declared himself an adherent 
of the policy, if not of the party. It was 
then that Sinn Fein brought out the Sinn 
Fein stamps which Sinn Feiners were 
asked to buy and put on their letters, 
along with the ordinary postage stamps, 
as an aid to propaganda and party funds, 
Sir Thomas, not too wisely as some 
thought; declared that he would not replyv 
to letters sent to him by Irish people 
unless their envelopes carried Qe Sinn 
Fein stamips. The stamps, however, had 
no great vogue, and were al] but forgotten 
after a time, and until after the 
insurrection in Easter Week, 1916, when 
some enterprising dealers resurrected old 
supplies, and made a bit of money by pre- 
tending that they were issued by the Pro- 
visional Government of the Irish Republic, 
and used in the G.P.O. in the rising. A 
set of the three, I understand, has even 
been presented to a European crowned 
head who is interested in philately. Sir 
Thomas was not, as has sometimes been 
stated, the first Sinn Fein M.P. -He was 
never elected in the Sinn Fein interest.

During that time Mr. de 
Valera and his party have been heaping sneers 
on our status and deriding our representa- 
tives who went to Geneva as so many fools 
who had their eyes fixed on the far corners 
of the earth instead of attending to affairs 
at home, and their work in Geneva derided 
as so much junketing and night club diplo- 
macy. Was all that slander justified in 
order to have Mr. de Valera as our night 
club diplomatist instead of Mr. McGilligan? 


THE TWO VOICES 


“Is it really true that President,de Valera 
has ceased to be passion-blinded and can see 
now that the freedom. which: Collins and 
Griffith grasped, and which Cosgrave fortified 
and consolidated, is real?”

It was surely an 
occasion and an opportunity for the settle- 
ment of our troubles with Great Britain, for 
the removal of her crippling tariffs, and for 
the return of our free market. If our assist- 
ance and support was pledged without any 
settlement of our own quarrel it was an oppor- 
tunity’ lost which may never return. If the 
occasion was used in a statesmanlike manner, 
to make an effort fore European peace and 
at the same (ime secure home peace, theft we 
can all congratulate the President on having 
retrieved a position abroad which he bungled 
at home.” 


“LAUGHA BLE POSITION”

An Opportunity 


As nearly everybody anticipated, Signor 
Mussolini has rejected the proposals for an 


Hi Italo-Ethiopian settlement that were made 


to him by the Committee of Five at 
Geneva ; but his refusal is couched in such 
terms as to encourage the hope that his 
‘no’? may not be final. The Council of 
Ministers met in Rome on Saturday, when 
the Duce stated his case in a speech that 
lasted for more than an hour. Needless 
to say, there was no criticism of his 
attitude, and. after the meeting an official 
communiqué was issued announcing that 
the Committee of Five’s terms were not 
sufficiently generous to constitute the 
minimum basis. for discussion of a settle- 
ment, To the surprise of most people at 


Geneva, it also included a tribute to the 
Committee’s efforts in the cause of peace. 


It is possible that too much stress has 
been laid on the tone of the Italian state- 
ment, which was far less brusque than had 
been expected ; but a further development 
lends colour to the suggestion that Signor 
Mussolini at last is beginning to realise 
that he has gone too far. When the official 
communiqué was received at Geneva, Baron 
Aloisi, the Italian representative at the 
League of Nations, had an interview with 
Sefior Madariaga, who is Chairman of the 
Committee of Five, and is reported to have 
explained to him in some detail the 
reasons for the Duce’s rejection of the 
Committee’s plan. Here, surely, is a sign 
of. grace. Hitherto Signor Mussolini has 
treated the League with scant courtesy. 
Throughout the long dispute over Abys- 
sinia he has taken the view that the League 
ought to mind its own business, and that 
Italy’s quarrel with Abyssinia was a 
matter exclusively for Rome to settle. 
Indeed, at one stage, nobody would have 
been in the least surprised if the Italians 
had walked out of the League, following 
the example of the Japanese at the time of 
the Manchukuo crisis. The mere fact that 
they have remained at Geneva, and that 
Baron Aloisi has deigned to elaborate the 
Duce’s point of view to Scfor Madariaga 
may be interpreted as evidence of a change 
of heart in Rome, however slight it may be. 
Whether or not Signor Mussolini has been 
sufficiently impressed to stay his- hand 
remains to be seen. 

The Italian Press is very much restrained 
in its comment, and it is noteworthy that 
all attacks both on the League of Nations 
and on Great Britain have come to a 
sudden end. To-morrow there will be a 
further meeting of the Council of Ministers, 
when, possibly, the situation will be 
examined more closely; and, although 
there still is much uneasiness on the 
continental bourses, the outlook is 
definitely less gloomy than it was 
last week. To-day the Committee of 
Five will meet at Geneva to con- 
sider Italy’s reply, to its communica- 
tion. In view of the changed tone of the 
document, it is unlikely that any precipi- 
tate action will be taken; but there can 
be no doubt that the matter will come 
before the Council for final decision. 
Naturally, all sorts of rumours have been 
afloat during the last forty-eight hours. 
“ Pertinax,’’ that doughty veteran of the

We welcome the news that a German 
expert has been appointed to supervise the 
Free State’s forestry operations. The 
Oberforstmeister, who has been granted a 
year’s leave of absence by his own Govern- 
ment, will arrive in Dublin within a short 
time. He will concern himself largely, as 
we understand, with the desolate regions 
of Connemara; and it is not unsafe, 
perhaps, to speculate that those regions 
will be the scene of an experiment in 


intensive tree-planting which will provide 
valuable data for operations in other parts |. 


of the twenty-six counties. The news of 
the appointment is gratifying, inasmuch 
as it reveals a new and deep concern for 
the re-afforestation of this country. It is 
easy to reproach the successive Govern- 
ments of Mr. Cosgrave and Mr. de Valera 
with inattention towards so necessary a 
reform: it is iess easy to appreciate the 


considerable amount of solid progress which 


afforestation has made under their 
auspices. Many thousands of acres have 
been planted during the last ten or twelve 
years, and much research has been done. 
The course of the years, however, must 
have convinced our own experts that the 
re-afforestation of the Free State is not 
one of those small: reforms which can be 
effected by the employment of a few men 
and at the cost of a few thousands of 
pounds per annum. No country in Europe 
is so sadly devoid of trees as Ireland, 
once so rich in them. To any stranger, 
indeed, who journeys by train through 
Wicklow and Wexford it must appear that 
she is a well-wooded land; but his view 
would be revised by a trip through the 
Midlands, where the train or car often 
travels through miles of country completely 
barren of trzes. Some day the problem 
must be tackled on a nation-wide scale. 
The surpassing importance of forests to 
every country is recognised to-day; they 
are considered no longer merely as things 
of beauty, without which a landscape 
must lose half its charm, but as possessions 
of the highest practical value. Their in- 
fluence on climatie conditions is im- 
portant; they are the greatest of all 
bulwarks against the erosion of the soil. 
Furthermore, a glance at the trade returns 
for any month will-show the quantity of 
money that leaves Ireland in return for 
timber from other lands, and would be 
retained here if sounder policies had been 
prosecuted in the past. It is a pity that 
land-owners cannot be induced to re- 
timber their estates; but, apparently, the 
Government cannot offer sufficiently great 
allurements to compensate for the long- 
term nature of such an investment. In 
the circumstances, any progress that is 
made must be made by the Government 
itself. We congratulate it on its realisa- 
tion of a national need, and on the latest 
of its efforts to satisfy that need.

Injury to Insult 
The civilised world has devised many 


means of showing the conscientious

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Milk 
Much alarm has been caused in 
England within the last week owing to the 


dispute which is taking place over the 
marketing of milk, and at one time it 


seemed that a really serious situation. 


might arise. Actually the dispute should 
not touch the public at all—it is a quarrel 
between the distributors and the Milk 
Marketing Board as to profits. The Milk 
Marketing Board announced that a new 
scale of wholesale prices would come into 
force next month, and the distributors con- 
sidered that these terms were unfair to 
them. “They protested, and stated that 
they would appeal to the Minister of Agri- 
culture, whereupon the Milk Marketing 
Board—acting, perhaps, in rather too high- 
handed a manner—replied brusquely that 
any distributors who did not accept the 
new prices would get no milk. The dis- 
tributors still seemed inclined to fight, and 
there was every possibility that the 
struggle might ‘affect the sapply of milk 
to the public. That prospect, luckily, may 
not develop; for both sides now have 
agreed to submit their quarrel to the Com- 
mittee of Investigation which was set up 
under the Marketing Acts. It is difficult 


to understand why such a step was not 


taken earlier. The quarrel, in its 
essentials, is between the farmer and 
the middleman as to the proportion of the 
price which should be given to each, and 
machinery has been established to deal 
with all such quarrels. Yet, following a 
fashion which has become very much too 
common lately, both sides at first were 
inclined to discard the proper means to 
air their grievances. Whatever faults 
there may be in the present system there 
can be no excuse for an attitude which 
would hold up the public to ransom in 
order to remove them. Essential services 
cannot be exposed in this manner to 
threats of interruption whenever a private 
dispute arises, and the need for some kind 
of protection for the consuming public is 
becoming very obvious, both here and in 
Great Britain.

Mr. James Bridie is a dramatist who is 
not so well known in Ireland as he ought to 
be, and we have to thank the Dublin Summer 
School of acting for the opportunity it gave 
us to make his acquaintance at the Gaiety 
Theatre last night. ‘‘Tobias and the 
Angel,” indeed, is a verv pleasant and ori- 
ginal comedy. Like Mr Ernest Rramah, Mr. 
Bridie gets his effect by his treatment of 2 
"“ foreign '' theme in an English idiom, though 
in his case the theme is not Chinese but 
Biblical. Still, the charm of ‘‘ Tobias and 
the Angel ” is essentially the charm of the 
Kai Lung stories—there is certainly some- 
thing rather familiar about the manner in 
which his ancient Israelites discuss teeto- 
talers and the sins of the modern generation, 
or sing about ‘The Bonny, Bonny Banks 
of the Tigris.’’ As the latter example may 
show, Mr. Bridie sometimes underlines the 
joke a little too heavily, but on the whole he 
secures his effect very easily and gracefully. 
It is a pity that the comedy. was limited to 
one production; for its style is quite unlike 
that of any other modern play that we Lave 
seen in Dublin. 

The acting was. efficient, though there were 
no really outstanding performances; but the 
produetion did not run quite as smoothly ae 
it might have done. K. Martin Browre 
gave an jnterpretation of the Archangel which 
was full of restrained humour, and Kenneth 
Barton was excellent as the timid Tobias. 
liam OLaoghair, Roddice Day, Austin Mel- 
don and Geraldine Mitchell were also good; 
while the dancing and singing of Ray Corry 
Neale and Rita Fitzsimons, respectively, 
should also be mentioned.

The Committee of Five will now submit 
their rejected proposals to the League, 
which. will then consider the matter, and 
repare a report on all the circumstances 
or presentation to the members of the 
League. It will be on this report that 
action can be taken, since it will then be 
within the competence of the League to 
declare whether a war by Italy against 
Abyssinia is illegal or not. If illegal, and 
so decided by the League, sanctions can be 
applied without further discussion. 


British Determination 


That the British Government regards jhe 
international situation with anxiety is 
obvious from the fact that there is to be a 
full meeting of the Cabinet on Tuesday, 
and thereafter all members of the Cabinet 
are to remain in close proximity to 
London, with a view to another call in 
ease of necessity. The urgent business for 
Tuesday will be a discussion regarding the 
use of sanctions and the part this country 
shall take in the enforcement of any 
measures recommended by the League 
should the worst come to the worst. It is 
almost needless to say that Great Britain 
will not take any action except as a 
member of the League—a point of the 
utmost importance not only to this 
country, but to the rest of Europe, as )t 


iseems. to be the feeling on the Continent 


that the. dispute has become an Italian- 


‘British affair alone. This is due to the 


strenuous efforts by British statesmen to 
maintain peace. These efforts are not to 
be relaxed, and should M. Laval continue 
his good offices as well there is still a 
faint possibility that Signor Mussolin: 
may be inducéd to abandon a war of con- 
quest at the eleventh hour. 


Suez Canal Activity 


No fewer than one hundred and thirty 
thousand Italian troops have passed 
through the Suez Canal since Signor 
Mussolini commenced his concentration in 
the Italian Colonies bordering Abyssinia, 
and in addition forty thousand troops, and 
thirty thousand labourers, are to pass 
through the canal in the course of the 
next few days. In two months—July and 
August—one hundred and _ forty-seven 
Italian ships, fifty sloops, and over one 
hundred aeroplanes have passed, while 
other shipping includes cargoes of motor 
lorries from New York, two great floating 
docks, and a big floating crane. The 
maintenance of all these men and supplies 
must cost enormous sums, and it is a 
puzzle to the financial world how Signor 
Mussolini is able to carry on without help 
from sources outside Italy. 


New Italian Wireless Station 


The Marchese Marconi is to open a new 
wireless station at Santos during his visit 
to Brazil, the ceremony taking place next 
week. This new station will be one of the 
most powerful in the world, and, because 
of its geographical situation, one of the 
most important politically. Arrangements 
will be made fe the Italian station at 
Asmara to send bulletins several times a 
day direct to Santos for broadcasting 
throughout South America and the United 
States, with a view to counteracting propa- 
granda which may be sent from any other 
country. One of the first of the broadcasts 
will be an appeal by Signor Mussolini to 
all Italians in South America, calling 
we them to subscribe to the new Italian

r Loan. 
Trans-Atlantic Air Line 


It is rumoured that an important deci- 

sion has just been reached with regard to 
the proposed trans-Atlantic air service, 
which will have a base in Ireland, with 
another on the other side of the ocean. 
The provision of a suitable landing place 
on the other side has been a matter of 
great difficulty, and after much searching 
two routes were considered favourably— 
one being by way of Bermuda and the 
Azores, and the other by Newfoundland. 
The Director-General of Civil Aviation has 
just arrived home from Newfoundland. 
where he inspected several possible sites 
for aerodromes should that route be 
selected. He is not only of the opinion 
that the Newfoundland route is the bette: 
one of the two, but also thinks that Port 
Botwood, 2,000 miles from the English 
coast, will prove a satisfactory landing 
place. If this opinion meets with officia! 
approval, progress may now be made with 
the venture. 


Trade Improvement 


British trade continues to improve, and 
the figures of the Unemployment Insurance 
Fund for August are indicative of thc 
steadiness of the improvement. During 
August the fund showed an excess income 
over expenditure of nearly one and a hal! 
millions. A year ago the balance was only 
£126,000, and in the year before there was 
a big deficit. The figures deal only wit! 
the benefit to which an unemployed perso: 
is properly entitled without question as to 
means, and during the five weeks ende 
August ól the amount of unemploymen' 
allowances outside the insurance scheme 
was over £4,000,000, representing sums 
paid to peo le who are out of benefi 
through prolonged unemployment. Th. 
figures are so good, however, that the 
may be a satisfactory surplus when tl 
moment comes to clear off the big deb’ 
incurred by heavy borrowings during th 
bad years of the slump.

REFERENCE to the possibility of war 
A and a warning to Wexthers Ireland 
workers was made by Alderman Harry 
Midgley, M.P., Chairman of the Northern 
Jreland Labour Party, at the annual con- 
ference of the party here to-day. ~. 

“We meet to-day,” he said, “under the 
shadow of war. We welcome the pie 
therefore, of proclaiming our faith in inter- 
nationalism and ‘reaffirming our kinship with 
the nations of the world, regardless of creed 
or colour. 

‘‘What is happening throughout the world 
ought to finally convince. the workers that 
they have nothing to gain by war or war 
preparations. Just twenty-one years ago the 
workers of the world were inveigled into the 
bicodiest of all wars, on the pretext of 
national security, the sanctity of treaties, and 
the necessity of ‘ waging war to end war.’ 
Millions of the best lives m every nation were 
The thousands of millions of 


destroyed. 

pounds spent on the mad blood-bath from 
1914 to 1918 would have been sufficient to 
rebuild the cities, towns, villages and hamlets 
of almost the entire world, 

The veil, he said, had been torn from 
altruistic pretence by the proposed sale of the 
mineral rights of Abyssinia to a private com- 
pany, whose only regard for the natives and 
their country is based upon their capacity to 
produce wealth which will enrich a few, Other 
nations besides Japan and Italy embarked 
upon expansionist policies and acquired their 
holdings by similar methods, though, perhaps, 
better camouflaging their annexations. 

The following resolution on disarmament 
was submitted by the Northern Ireland 
Socialist Party :—‘‘ That this Conference con- 
demns the action of the Government in spend- 
ing large sums of money in increasing arma- 
ments in all its branches, believing same to 
be a menace to world peace. It calls upon 


the Government immediately to take action 
to bring about disarmament, and thereby 
destroy the incentive to war and destruction, 
and endeavour to bring about a peaceful 
understanding with all nations.”’ 


LORD CRAIGANON 

Speaking on the resolution, Mr. M. 
Morgan, Belfast, referred to Lord Craigavon’s 
recent statement on conscription in the event 
of war. There was a danger of Northern 
Ireland, he said, being dragged in again at 
the heel of Great Britain in a war of semi- 
imperialism. He thought the Northern 
Ireland Labour Party ought to make a 
declaration on the matter. 

Mr. R. Morrow made an appeal to the 
workers to be careful and ont to be led 
away by catch-cries of patriotism and “‘ save 
Abyssinia.”” The Labour Party, he said, 
could have done something useful along the 
way of industrial Sanctions. They knew that 
British imperialism had a big stake in 
Abyssinia. 

The resolution was adopted.

Speaking at a meeting at Birr last night, 
organised by the Birr branch of the Town 
Tenants’ Association, Mr. Davin, T.D., said 
that, with other colleagues ofthe Labour 
Party, he (Mr. Davin) had brought to the 
personal notice of Mr. de Valera within the 
past twelve months the failure to set up a 
fair rents court for the town tenants. He 


_{Mr. Davin). and his colleagues believed that 


an unanswerable case had been put up for the 
establishment of such courts. People in re- 
ceipt of unemployment benefit and home 
assistance had to.pay a considerable amount 
of the miserable pittanees they receive to the 
owners of slum dwellings, and the Government 
must be aware that these people were often 
unable to feed and clothe themselves and their 
children after having paid slum landlords ex- 
orbitant rents. 

He hoped that the Government would set 
up these courts without any unnecessary 
delay, or explain the reasons why they do not 
do 50. 

On the motion of the Chairman (Mr. M. 
Carroll), seconded by Mr. L. Bowes, hon. 
secretary, the following resolution was passed 
unanimously :'— 

“ That this meeting, representing the town 
tenants of Birr, views with grave concern the 
statement of the-Minister for Justice made to 


the Town Tenants’ League with reference to 
the delay in introducing the long-promised 
Town, Tenants Bill, pending which we call on 
the Government to set up immediately a fair 
rents court; and, reminding the Minister for 
Justice of the report of the Town Tenants’ 
Commission of 1927, we call on him to have 
the contents of that report put into operation 


without delay. We gladly accept the invita- 
tion of the National Town Tenants’ League to 
co-operate with them in bringing on the 
Government the necessary pressure to give 
effect to the reasonable demands of the town 
tenants to have their age-long grievances re- 
dressed.”’

He claimed that the nature of their work 
was equal to, if not more important than, 
the work done in some of the more highly- 
paid branches of the Civil Service. They 
were workers in a highly-organised and in- 
dispensable service, without which the wheels 
of commerce would be paralysed. They gave 
efficient and loyal service to the public, cnd 
in return all they expected was a wage that 
would enable them to live under Christian 
standards of comfort.

SALVAGING THE MACHINE 

Captain P. Quinn,. of the Free State 
Army Air Corps, and. Mr. T. O'Sullivan, 
Chief Aeronautical Engineer of the Corps, 
arrived here to-night to discuss the sal- 
vaging of the achas ag machine. 

he Lituanica IT. is lying in the field at 
Cloongowla tilted up- on , right side, 
with one wing crumpled and its engine 
partly buried in the earth. The under- 
carriage is completely wrecked, and con- 
siderable damage was done to the fuselage 
and elevators. A epecial Pratt and 
Whitney engine, designed for flying at 
high altitudes, was fitted to the machine, 
and aeronautical experts were taking a 
considerable interest in its performance, 
as it is generally believed that high-s 
commercial trans-Atlantic flying will be 
eventually carried out at heights of more 
than fifteen thousand feet, the altitude at 
which Lieutenant Vaitkus’s engine was 
designed to give its best. performance. 

He carried, no wireless transmitter in 
order to save weight, but the radio equip- 
ment was designed for direction-finding 
purposes, so that the pilot could check 
his navigation by tuning-in to one station 
and be guided on his course by the 
strength of the signals which he was 
receiving. . | 

Lieutenant Vaitkus’s flight was a 
‘* goodwill journey,’’ intended to be an 
encouragement to Lithuanian pilots, and 
in memory of two men, Darius and 
Gerenas, who were killed when they 
crashed in Germany two years ago, on an 
attempt to fly non-stop from ‘New York to 
Lithuania. I understand that although 
Lieutenant Waitkus has made no definite 
plans he will probably go overland to 
Lithuania before he returns to New York: 
He is expecting his wife to arrive in 
Europe some time next week ; she is sail- 
ing from America on the French liner, 
Normandie, on Wednesday. 


MANY VISITORS AT THE 
SCENE 


The pilot is 28 years of age, and 
was born in Chicago of Lithuanian extrac- 
tion. After serving three years with the 
United States Army Air Corps he entered 
civil aviation, and is employed at Cola, 
Wisconsin, mostly an aeronauticul research 
and racing aircraft. Despite his twenty- 
three hours in the air, he showed little 
trace of fatigue, and spent most of the 
afternoon drinking tea and joking about 
his bad luck. His food on the flight con- 
sisted of pork chops, legs of chicken, 
tomatoes, oranges and coffee. A bottle of 
whiskey and some. lemonade were also on 
board, but We used neither. 

During the afternoon people from all 
over the county visited the little town- 
land, which has sprung so suddenly into 
the news. Several aeroplanes flew down 
from Dublin, and one of them, piloted by 
Mr. G. A. R. Williams, with his wife 
(formerly Lady Heath) as a passenger, 
had a slight mishap on landing, and both 
pilot and passenger were forced to remain 
in Ballinrobe overnight.

FALLING AVERAGES 
IN 


MENACE TO ASSISTANT 
TEACHERS 


The following statement was issued by the 
Central Executive Committee of the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation, after its 
meeting held in Dublin on Saturday :—- 
During the past three years repeated 
representations have been made by this 
organisation regarding the necessity for the 
drastic recasting of the regulations governing 
the retention of assistants, owing to the 
steady decline in average attendance at most 
rural schools. The increasing “number of 
assistants from whom salary has been with- 
drawn or threatened to be withdrawn as a 
result of this widespread national tendency, 
which has originated in causes over which 
teachers have no control, has caúsed grave 
concern to the Department and managers of 
schools, but more especially to the teachers 
concerned. No solution of this problem which 
does not provide that assistant teachers from 
whom, under the existing rules, salary is 
withdrawn, will be retained and. paid in a 
redundant capacity until suitable employment 
is provided for them elsewhere, can ever be 
entirely satisfactory to us, and we must 
continue to demand the acceptance of this 
principle. : 

The recent amended regulations issued by 
the Department in this connection, while pro- 
viding for the payment of salary over a 
further period of low average according to 
years of service, do not, however, afford 
sufficient relief, or give any further measure 
of security to those assistants. While we 
appreciate the extent to which increasing 


reguiations, we, nevertheless, deplore that a 
more generous relaxation of existing rules 
has not been attempted, which would relieve 
those teachers of the intolerable anxiety 
under which they are labouring.

THE LAURENTIC AGAIN 


IN DUBLIN 


Thirteen hundred Lourdes pilgrims from all 
over Ireland returned to Dublin on Saturday 
aboard the Cunard-White Star liner Laurentic. 
This was the second trip made this month by 
the Laurentic in connection with the great 
pilgrimage organised by the Franciscan 
Fathers in Ireland. Under the auspices of this 
Order 2.600 Irish people have in one month 
travelled by sea to the famous French grotto. 
Seventy invalids were in the second party. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin went aboard the 
Laurentic when she docked, punctually at 5 
p.m., and greeted the piigrims, who were led 
by the Bishop of Down and Connor (the Most 
Rev. Dr. Mageean). This Bishop, with the 
Rev. Father Fridolin, O.F.M., the spiritual 
director of the pilgrimage, and other Irish 
clergy, had been received by the Bishop of 
Lourdes and Tarbes .on last Wednesday. 
Special appreciation was expressed by the 
tishop of Down and Connor.of the discipline 
and self-denial shown by the brancardiers, 
women helpers. and members of the Irish 
Society of Our Lady of Lourdes, in their care 
of the invalids; of the aid of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade in their transport, and 
of the excellent arrangements made by the 
shipping company. 

Dr. J. F. Falvey, Dublin, who was in 
charge of the invalids during the pilgrimage, 
stated that they were all feeling much better 
and several were ‘considerably improved.”’ 
One woman who had been too ill to return 
with the other pilgrims earlier in the month 
had now come back and was feeling much im- 
proved, 

Captain Burd, who is in command of the 
Laurentic, said that, contrary to expectations, 
they had had an excelient passage from 
Le Verdon. | 

The disembarcation was effected within two 
hours, under the direciion of Mr. V. J.

THE FIRST THEATRE ROYAL IN 


ECHOES OF A BYGONE DAY 


EARLY six score years have: passed 

N since the Theatre Royal in Hawkins 
street, Dublin, first opened its doors to the 
public. There had, however, been a very 
much: longer ‘connection between Dublin 
playgoers.and the stage,.for it 18 -now.301 
years since John Ogilby opened the first 
Dublin theatre in Werburgh , street in 
1624. His enterprise ‘met with little suc- 
cess, and soon, as a result of several 
brawls, it was closed by order of the Lords 
Justices of the day. 

Ogilby, little daunted, immediately went 
to England, where he employed his gifts 
of acting and persuasion to-such good use 
that in a few years’ time he was able 'to 
return to the Irish capital as. holder of the 
office of Master of the Revels. In this 
position he was enabled to open the Smock 
Alley. Theatre in Essex street.” Later the 
Crow Street Theatre was erected close by, 
and ‘later still came Dublin’s first Theatre 
Royal in Aungier street.

Smock Alley and Aungier Street Theatres, 
was very great. Finally, “ Spranger 
Barry,’’ who had become the owner of Crow 
Street, succumbed to competition, and 
Mossop, who succeeded him, also retired, 
totally ruined through competition. 

With the closing of Crow Street a well- 
known actor-manager, Henry Harris, who 
had long been connected with Covent 
Garden, secured the new patent for a 
Dublin theatre, and, while looking for a 
suitable site for the new building, fitted up 
a temporary theatre in the Round Room of 
the Rotunda. 

In due course he discovered in Hawkins 
street a site eminently suitable for his 
purposes. This was the Dublin Mendicity 
Institution. The premises had originally 
been occupied by a meat market which, in 
1796, had been taken over by the Royal 
Dublin Society, whose increasing require- 
ments had caused them to look for a new 
Society house. The Society remained in 
Hawkins street until 1815, when they pur- 
chased Leinster House, the present seat cf 
the Free State Parliament, from.the Duke 
of Leinster. From them the Mendicity 
Institution took over the premises, and 
when Mr. Harris purchased the Hawkins 
street site the institute moved to Usher’s 
Island, 

The first stone of the new theatre was 
laid on October 14, 1826, and in the con- 
struction a portion of the front of the old 
R.D.S8. basking was suffered to remain 
unaltered. The proprietor had announced 
that the theatre would be built within a 
year and a half, and, as the months went 
by, doubts were freely expressed as to the 
possibility of completing the building in 
time, and large bets were offered and taken 
on the event. The builders, however, com- 
pleted the job to schedule, but great 
confusion prevailed at the opening per- 
formance. . 

Public lighting did not then exist in 
Dublin, and very many people mistook the 

roper entrances to the various parts of the 
xouse, when “ The Theatre Royal in 
Hawkins street ’’ opened on January 18th, 
1821, with Shakespeare’s ‘‘ Comedy of 
Errors.’’. The playbill bore the following 
announcement :— 

'“ Previous to the play an address, 
written for the occasion by George Coleman 
the Younger, will be recited by Mr. 


Farran. ‘To conclude with the farce of 
‘The Sleep Walker’: Somno, Mr. J. 
Russell. intrances to the Theatre—To 
the Boxes: Throngh Townsend street 


portico of the new Arcade; Pit, ditto; 
Galleries, through Poolbeg _ street. 
Carriages and Sedan Chairs to enter from 
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‘Townsend street and drive out at Hawkins 
street. Box Office at  Willis’s Music 
Saloon, Westmoreland street (now 4 
Westmoreland street). Mr. Lowther, Box

AN INDUCEMENT 


As an inducement apparently to those 


members of the public who might be likely 


to be attracted by an edifice of grandeur 
and spaciousness the bill stated further: 
“The dimensions of the theatre exceed 

that of Crow street by 6 feet in depth and 

an aggregate of 7 feet in breadth, Its 
form that of a deep oval.’’ - | 
An extract from Coleman’s address to 


the audience told the history of the site as | 


follows: 

“ Here once a market raised its busy head, 
Where sheep instead of tragic heroes bled, 
Broad cleavers formed a band to charm 

the ears, 
Joints dangled in the place of chandeliers. 
Stout butchers, stern as.critics, had their 
day, 
_ And cut up oxen like a modern play.

LONG HISTORY 


Thus began a long history of a theatre 
that was to become famous in the next 
half-century. It was a beginning that 
was to be followed by immediate success, 
and before a year was out Dublin’s 
audiences had seen such stage notabilities 
as Mrs. Hayden Corri, Charles Young 
and Charles Kemble. Later in the year 
the theatre was graced by Royalty, for on 
August 22nd His Brittanic Majesty George 
IV. was present for the performance of 
Sheridan’s ‘‘ Duenna.”? A week later the 


King again attended the theatre, this time’ 


to participate in the installation vf the 
Knights of St. Patrick. 
The theatre had now established itself 
as prime favourite with Dublin audiences, 
and in the following year achieved great 
financial and public success, particularly 
through the “‘ enormous run ” (lasting 
nearly 3 months) of a “ piece ” known as 
‘Tom and Jerry” or “ Life in London.” 
The publicity managers of the show 
evidently knew their business well. The 
play was described as an “ extravaganza,” 
and the language in which the opening 
announcement was couched was as ex- 
travagant as could be. The playbills 
announced the performance as: 

“The New Classic— Comic — Didactic — 
Moralistic — Aristophanic — Localic — 
Analytic — Terpsichoric — Phanora- 
mic —- Camaric — Obscuric — Extra- 
vaganza or Melange, in 20 new scenes.”’ 

In this year, also, Edmund Kean made 

his first appearance in “ Richard III.”’ 
and Listen also made his first appearance 
as “Tony Lumbkin,”’ but was not greatly 
appreciated. Before the year ended the 
theatre was to be the scene of the famous 
““ Bottle Riot.”’ 


VICEREGAL EDICT 


It was the custom of the day in Dublin 
for members of the Orange Order to dress 
the statue of King William, in Dame 
street, in Orange sashes. ‘This practice led 
to grave scenes of disorder each year, and 
the Viceroy of the time—the Marquis of 
Wellesley—issued an edict forbidding it. 
This pronouncement was received with 
very bad sg“ by many of the citizens— 
particularly those of the lower order—and 
on Saturday evening when the Lord Lien- 
tehant attended the theatre a demonstra- 
tion took place. The “'Pheatrical Ob- 
server ” of Monday, December 16th, 1822, 
reported the occurrence :— 

“His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
honoured the theatre with his presence on 
Saturday evening, when the rank. and 
fashion of the metropolis crowded to re- 
ceive him. On his arrival he was 
cheered with the most ardent and en- 
thusiastic plaudits, which continued 
throughout uninterrupted for several 
minutes; but soon a serpent’s hiss, 
pover-ae the atmosphere of the house, 

ecame the signal to some sanguinary 
‘confederation of satanic monsters and re- 
hellious cowards to mar the harmony of 
the evening and kindle within the theatre 
the torch of political discord and religious 
fanaticism, etc. ‘The play proceeded 
amongst the most tumultous uproar. The 
close of every act redoubled their voci- 
ferations, and the interruption of the 
Noble Marquis was insufficient.to ‘abate 
them. ‘The play ended, the curtain fell, 
the stage lights were withdrawn. At that

At this time a paper known as the 
Theatrical Observer consistently attucked 
the management of the theatre under Mr. 
Farren, and specially devoted its criticisius 
to Mr. Lowther, the keeper of the box 
office. Thug in successive issues. we find 
the following:—The Box Keeper: “ The 
man who fills this situation. (we believe 
his name is Lowther) is very. inattentive.

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THE OLD THEATRE IN FLAMES ON THE EVENING OF FEBRUARY 9, 1880, 


E Theatre Royal in Hawkins street 
had been 58 years in existence when 
on February 9th, 1880, it was destroyed 
by. a disastrous fire. 
On the previous Saturday evening, 
February. 7th, there had been: a special 
Command Performance, attended by the 
Duke and ‘Duchess of Marlborough. 
Another Command Performance had been 
ordered fur Monday, the proceeds to be 
devoted to the Dublin Charities Fund, and 
the nobility and gentry of the day were 
actually on their way to Hawkins street 
when the news spread that the theatre was 
ablaze. 

The curtain was to have gone up at two 
o'clock on the pantomime, ‘‘ Ali Baba and 
the Forty Thieves.’’ Palf-an-hour before 
that time, however, the whole theatre was 
in flames. 

It has never been determined how the 
actual outbreak occurred, but it was sur- 
mised at the time that a small boy, who 
had been given the task of lighting the 
gas chandeliers in the Royal and other 
boxes, accidentally set fire to the 
draperies. 


MANAGER TRAPPED 


The stage was virtually empty at the 
time-—-only the manager, Mr. Henry 
Egerton, and Mr. Hyland, the assistant 
manager and a technician, Mr, Farrar, 
who were putting the finishing touches to 
the scenery, being present. In other parts 
of the theatre, however, there were several 
employés, most of whom had just arrived 
for the performance. 

Mr. Egerton, apparently, was the first 
person to see the pit filling with smoke, 
and with the assistance of Mr. Hyland ran 
a hose out on to the stage, loudly calling 
for help. All the doors, with the excep- 
tion of the main entrance, were locked, 
and Mr. Hyland, in endeavouring to open 


a 
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them in order to summon the fire brigade, 
was almost trapped, but managed eventu- 
ally to escape. 

Nothing seems to have been seen of Mr. 
Egerton from the time that he was engaged 
in running the hose on to the stage. In a 
few minutes the roof collapsed, and his 
body was not found until workmen had 
succeeded in removing most of the débris 
on the 8th March, a month later, 


EYE-WITNESS ACCOUNT 


An eye-witness of the occurrence 
described how the flames ‘ galloped ”’ 
along the white muslin draperies that nad 
been placed over the edges of the balconies 
in preparation for the Viceregal visit, as 
follows :— 

‘*The destruction of the drapery and 
curtains was the work of a moment, and 
the wings, scenery and the general 
accessories followed. The woodwork 
burned like tinder, and the flames, grow- 
ing more furious every moment, battened 
on the food within their reach. They 
revelled through the grand old hall with 
demoniac glee, danced on the stage as no 
harlequin or columbine ever could, 
scorched up the trappings in a’ twinkling, 
and licked out of existence the entire 
decorations of the Thespian temple.”’ 

While all this was happening huge 
crowds congregated in the streets in and 
around Hawkins street, and the police 
and fire brigade had great difficulty in 
controlling them. So close did they press 
to the scene. that when, later in the 
eve.ing, one of the walls in Poolbeg street

FALSE RUMOURS 


The rescuers, however, were told on 
every hand that people were still trapped 
in many parts of the building, and made 
many needless efforts to rescue them. It was 
said, for instance, that a scene-painter, who 
had been hanging mid-way between stage 
and flies in his painter’s cradle, had been 


who had been hired to play the part of 
the front and hind legs of the donkey in 
Ali Baba had also met their deaths, 

There were, nevertheless, several gallant 
rescues made, among them that of 
the barmaid of the pit bar, who was locked 
into the bar. Mr. Farrar, the technician 
already mentioned, managed fo break 
down the door with an axe, and having 
conveyed her to the second storey, lowered 
her by ropes to the street. Afterwards he 
broke down the door into Hawkins street ; 
but, in order to escape from the flames, 
had himself to roll down the hall. 

A fund was immediately started for the 
dependents of Mr. Egerton, numerous 
prominent citizens constituting a com- 
mittee, and benefit performances were 
given in many other Theatre Royals—in 
Belfast and in England—for the fund. 

February-seems to be an ill-fated month 
for theatres and places of entertainment. 
Drury Lane Theatre was burned in 
February, 1809; the Pavilion Theatre, 
London, in February, 1806; the Edinburgh 
Theatre in February, 1805; and the 
Oxford Music Hall in February, 1858. 

After the destruction of the Theatre 
Royal a new building, known as the 


Leinster Hall, was erected upon the site. 
This remained standing until 1897, when 
the late Theatre Royal, familiar to 
thousands of Irish people, was opened. 
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Dublin, assisted by Mr. Pemberton; 
Messrs. Siemens Electric Lamps and 
Suppliers, Ltd., Dublin, supplied electric 
lamps to the number of 5,000; stage light- 
ing. equipment, stage switch-board, foot- 
lights, etc., were supplied by Messrs. the 
Strand Electric Co., of London, under the 
direction of Philip Sheridan. 

Messrs. Pathé Equipment, Ltd., of 
Dublin, supplied Ross projectors and 
ante room eguipment, and also gave 
their direct supervision to the installation 
of curtains, carpets and seating, the seats, 
being made to an exclusive Pathé 
design, and supplied by Messrs. J. M. 
Elliman and Sons, Dublin; Faience was 
carried out by Messrs. Shaw’s Glazed 
Brick Co., Darwen, Lancashire, through 
their local agents, Messrs. N. Macnaugh- 
ton and Sons, Dublin; metal work of 
many kinds was carried out in Staybrite 
steel by Messrs. Garton and Thorne. 
Camden Town, London. Handrail and 
balustrade on the main staircase, as well 
as all gun-barre! handrails throughout the 
theatre are by James Styles, Charlemont 
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{ street, Dublin; Messrs. Irish Shell, Ltd., 


supplied domestic fuel oil for use in 
boilers; and Messrs. the National Cash 
Register Co. supplied cash registers for 
use throughout the theatre. Messrs. 
Davis, of *St. Martin’s Court, London, 
W.C.2, were responsible for cornice 
lighting. 

Messrs. Davies, of Fairview, Dublin, 
supplied special non-reflector tiles as well 
as wall tiles ; Messrs, the Chloride Electric 
Co. supplied the storage batteries ; Messrs. 
Preston and Hadfield, of Rathfarnham, 
Dublin, supplied the paint used on the 
exterior of the theatre, as well as paints 
for portion of the interior; Messrs. the 
Balleece Wood Quarry Co., Ltd., Rath- 
drum, supplied chippings for the reinforced 
steps, galleries, lounges, etc. ; Messrs. the 
Whinstone Quarry, Rathfarnham, supplied 
crushed stone for foundations, etc. ; 
Messrs. Verso Bros., Drumcondra, Dublin, 
supplied and installed Venetian sa and 
supplied and laid the terrazzo floors and 
mosaic panels. . 

The front elevation, although modern in 
conception, is based on traditional lines, 
and includes three stone figures, represent- 
ing an Irish warrior (clansman), an Irish 
maiden and a central figure carved by Mr.

brick, 750 tons of steel having gone into 
the formation of the structure. — 

Apart from the doors and general joinery, 
no wood or timber has been used, and, in 
consequence, the risk of fire has been 
reduced to the very minimum, even to the 
roof covering of the auditorium, which has 
been constructed of asbestos sheets fixed to 
the steelwork fabric. Exits in excess of the 
normal number required have been pro- 
vided for speedy egress of patrons from 
all parts of the theatre. | 

A Moorish architectural scheme has been 
adopted for the decoration of the audi- 
torium, which is based on authentic 
details from the Alhambra at Granada, in 
Spain. This involved considerable research, 
and many drawings had to be made in 
Spain to obtain a composite decorative 
scheme 

The theatre embraces the most up-to- 
date stage eguipment, counter-weighting 
and lighting devices, together with a 
modern projection room; this is situated 
in the void under the Royal Circle. By 
means of the automatic telephone system 
communication with every part of the 
building can be obtained instantly. 

The entrance hall, staircases -and 
foyers have each been treated decoratively, 
the subtle graduating ‘shades of colour of 
the plain walls being designed to blend 
with the carpots and furnishings. 

Adequate bars and lounges of an en- 

tirely new and artistic design have been 
provided for Stalls, Circle and Upper 
Cirelé patrons. 
Tye Circle bar, on the first floor, supply- 
ive the Royal Circle, Grand Circle and 
Centre Circle, has been specially carried 
out to conform to the colour scheine 
adopted throughout, and has, in addition 
to an eliptical bar of. unusual design, 
been provided with a most attractive cock- 
tail bar.
